curred In Janesvllle, was narrowly

who happened to be on the spot at 
the time that the thing occurred. As 
it was a car load of passengers were

That a number of people were not 


killed or badly hurt Is a miracle. Ev- 
ery thing worked yesterday to make 
it an ideal time for a bad accident. 
The rain was falling and made the 
tracks slippery, a long line of freight 
cars stood on ' the 
Northwestern 
tracks obstructing tho view up and 
down the line and no gatcman was 
on duty at the crossing. 


Car No. 7 'of tho Janesvlllo Street 


.Railway line In charge "of Motorman 
Chapln was coming down from the 
cemetery crowded with people. When 
It reached the Academy street rail- 
.road crossing there was no train In 
sight and tho gates were up, there 
.being no flagman on duty on Sunday.

', Thought Track Clear 
'' . Motorman Chapln, thinking every 


thing was all right ahead, started his 
car over the railroad tracks. 
Just 


as he reached1 the main line of the 
•'.'Northwestern, his 
trolley 
slipped 


from tho wire and loft the car stand 
Ing squarely across the tracks, with 
out any motive power.

time that tho trolley slipped, an ex- 
tra freight which was standing west 
of Acadejny street came 
backing 


down on tho disabled car.

Freight Backs Down 


Several of tho bystanders, who had 


taken refuge from tlie rain under the 
Northwestern sheds, saw the Impend 
ing horror, and tried to signal 
the 


engineer of the freight train 
but 


without success. 
Women began to 


scream and men to turn pale, thinking 
that they were about to see the trol- 
ley car with its load of people, crush- 
ed by the caboose of the freight train. 


A Panic Follows 


At this time the men, women and 


children In tho car .began to realize 
their impending danger and a panic 
ensued. 
Men left their wives and 


mothers deserted their children In 
the mad rush for\ the doors to es- 


. cape from what seemed certain death 


Many of tho passengers succeeded In 


i getting out and one or two women 


and children, lying In the aisle, where 
they had been knocked down, showet 
what a mad scramble had been mado 
by the stronger of tho passengers to 
get out of harm's way.

MICHIGAN STATUTES 


HURT JUSJNES8 MEN 


Law Respecting Reinsurance Said to 


.Work a Hardship on Those 


" Holding Policies. 


Lansing, Mich., June 30.—In his an- 


nual report to the. governor Insurance 
Commissioner Barry expresses .the 
opinion that the laws of Michigan re- 
specting reinsurance work a 
hard 


ship to the business interests of the 
state. In return the state Is not only 
receiving no adequate compensation, 
but Is a loser In revenue. Companies 
are prohibited from, reinsuring in any 
company not authorized to transact 
business In Michigan, thus restricting 
the indemnity they can pbtaln 
for 


themselves against excessive losses 
Ho therefore recommends as follows:

the United States to constitute itself- 
a guardian of the French court and 
.of the people who had claims against 
the Panama Canal company.

550 inhabitants, nnd.tbe lending mem- 
bers of .this little community attend- 
ed the elates which were held in the 
evening two or throe times a week. 
At first the work was entirely devoted 
to bent Ironwork, but, artistic though 
this Industry proved, it was soon dis- 
covered thnt to make it thoroughly 
Interesting the forge would have to 
be utilized.

In view of this fact n house was se- 


cured for conversion Into a workshop, 
replete with all the implement* Inci- 
dental to the Ironworker calling. At 
llrst the regular workmen numbered 
two, .but. the business developed 'so 
quickly that now' there nre some half 
dozen forges nt work, with several 
skilled mechanic* nnd apprentices, 
while the staff also now includes nn 
artist and n photographer. 


The work of this curious factory 


soon attracted'attention nn account 
of its excellence, nnd artistic charnt-- 
ter. The king wns the first to pntron- 
i/c It. by commissioning n Inmp-for the 
hall at Sandrlngham nnd n bracket for 
Shemboiirne church, while rec-jntly a 
large gate has been-manufactured nt 
Thornhnm for the entrance to tho 
grounds surrounding his majesty's 
Norfolk home.

her energies to the manufacture of 
gates and similar work entirely, but 
designs the repousse work for table 
nnd other decoration^ The .designs 
nre executed by hand throughout, and 
in some instances nre of a very labor- 
ious description.
